L To see if the town will authorize and empower the selectmen to 
appoint one or two road commissioners, 

2, To choose all necessary town officers required by law. 

3, Shall license bo granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors? 

Shall licenses of the fith class be granted in this town? 

4, To see if the town will vote a state tax of 5 cents* a school tax 
of 10 cents, and a town highway tax of 20 cents on the dollar* as required 
by the law, 

5, To see if the town will vote a tax of 5 cents on the dollar for 
library expenses. 

(5, To see if the town will vote a State War tax of 40 cents on the 
dollar as required by law, 

7, To see if the town will vote to appropriate 20 per cent of the 
highway fund for sidewalks,
